The Senate today unanimously approved a bill 
to lend India 2,000,000 tons of food grains. 


The Senate, however, reversed an earlier 


do-

It was elear from the wording 
of the bill that the Economie 
Co-Operation - Administration, 
which would handle the terms 
of the Joan agreement, could 
exercise discretion when neyo- 
tlating with the’ Indlan Govern- 
ment. . :
